It is now possible to take stock of the 
development of out fighting forces since 
the war began. Britain’s contribution 
to the Army, official figures show, has 
reached total of six million men. Bo 
we are not really such « contemptible 
people as wo hold ourselves wut to be. 

In August, 1014, our regular Army; on 
mobilisation, amounted to- 450,000 men, 
including reserves and sptcial_ reserves 
(the old. militia); and Lord Haldane's 
Territorial Foree, trained in a very high 
degree, though not sé thoroughly as the 
reguiar soldier, and-only liable for home 
defence, added ‘260,000 more--an Army in 
tho uggregat, of 700,000. But over 
100,000 of these regulars were. allocated to 
India and other foreign stations. 

In a single day, within a month after 
thy declaration of the war, 30,000 recruits 
were atterted--the number provided for 
‘in a whole yeas. of peace. The War Office 
mochinery, at first quite inadequate, sur- 
vived the avalanche, and adapted itself to 
‘the now heaven and. the new earth, as 
everything else had to du. Members of 
Parliament and provincial business men’ 
were called in to belp, or came in with- 
out being called; military officers who 
had lived-in a world of their own found 


themselves suddenly-attempting to—com— faut 


municate with civilians from quite an- 
other world, . 
SNOWSTORM OB PAYSHEETS. 

What astonished the efficient civilians 
most ‘in those early times wag the daily 
snowstorm of pay sheets and forma of 
all kinds which descended upon them, 
unlike manna, from London. The 600 
paid officials who were snowed urider by 


war have since been increased to 7,000. 
In the fifth week of tho war 250,000 men 
presented themselves for the Army or tha 
Territorial. Foree, and of that number 
175,000 were passed into the Regulars.. 
A -contral organisation, equipped to 
feed, house, clothe, arm, drill, and in- 
struol an army, at the most, of 700,000 
men wag confronted, a few weeks after 
the declaration of war, with an army of 
about a millivn and a half, and winter 
was at hand. Appalled by the apparent 
impossibility of getting huts and clothes 
and boots, to say nothing of rifles, ready 
in time for all who were demanding them, 
the War Office’ on September Lith, five 


the standards. Tho expedient wag all too 
successful. It had not occurred to the 
War Office then to put: the superfiuotts 
reernits into reserve groups, from which 
they -might be called ‘as they were re 
quired. Reeruiting rapidly fell off, 
and at the same time~-everybody imagin- 
ing that the country had enlisted as 
many suidicrs ug it would nced—the voice 
of the parrot was heard in the land 
yupenting everywhere ‘‘ Business as 
usual.” This had an injurious influence, 
and the great slump in veluntary re- 
cruiting ensued. The standard for 
recruits wag lowered again in the socond 
month of the war, and the age limit was 
extended, but. the mischief was not-to be 
so easily. undone. 

. Recruiting wos now entrusted in a 
much larger degree to the civilian organi- 
sations, and the Parliamentary Reernit- 
ing Committee canvassed 8,000,000 heads 
of households on their duty to contribute 
to the military strength of the country. 

j THG DERBY BYBTEM. 

Under the National Registration Act, 
pasad in July, 1018, all the men and 
women in the United Kingdom between 
the ages of 16 and 65 were registered, 
with all the information concerning them 
necessary for recruiting and industrial 
purposes, 

Then.took place “ the last great reeruit- 
ing rally for the Voluntary’ system.” The 
new feature of this last rally was Lord 
Derby’s group system, | under which, in’ 
the space of two months, 2,260,000 men 
attested under the group system, and in 
addition it added over 275,000’ men im- 
mediately to the Army. At Great Scot- 
land. Yard 2,300 recruits were dealt with 
in one day, and 6,200 in the last six 
days of the scheme, 

it was found by the Government, how: 
ever, that an appreciably large number 
of single men of military age had neither 
attested nor enlisted, and accordingly, 
in January of the present year, Mr: 
Asquith introduced his Military Service 
Bill te conseript the unmarried, and it 
became law. A similar measure in respect 
of tho married. followed soon after, and 
by May 25th all men of military age in 
Groat Britain had been male liable to 
be called into tho Army. 

We ‘know that before compulsion was 
introduced over 5,000,000 men in the 
United Kingdom had voluntarily come 
forward to fight, the enemy.

‘It ig no wonder, thon, that ‘since the 
outbroak of this tiemendous war repcul- 
od offers of service havo been made to the 
Imperial Government by native; Africans 


Jin every quarter of the contincitt. They 


were eager for the opportunity ‘of fight- 
in our aide at a time of necd for the. 
Empire of which they are proud to form 
part, The natives of Africa aro excellent 
military material. They -are men of fine 
physique, with marvellous eyesight and 
an extraordinary capacity for endurance. 
Well trained and well led they make fine 
soldiers,  . 

For many! reasods, howover, the British 
Government is reluctant to use African 
natives as combatants. That is no justi- 
fieation for our not usihg them as non- 
combatants. There is abundance of work 
for them behind. the fighting-line -in 
France as road-makers, road-cleancrs, 
railway builders, transport-drivers, and 
in any other capacities. 

Now, when we are seeking to tap for 
the Army our’ reserves of man-power in 
this- country, why. shoyld we. refptee -to 
avail oursel¥es of ‘the. vast: reservoir of 
manhood in Africa? The nativo popula 
tion under British contro] in Atrica is 
estimated at’, 45,000,000, Compulsory 
military service or forced labour for the 
adult males of this population is not to 
be thought of; nor is 26 necessary. Wo 
could raise among ther half a million 
sturdy. men in six months by voluntary 
enlistment. 4 

Tho War Office ig said to-be ready to 
experiment on modest, scale in the rais- 
ing of a non-combatant corps in Africa. 
Thig is not a time for peddling measures, 
which would probably ‘be followed later 
by amb‘tious schemes that would collapse 
hecause adequate preparation had not 
been made beforehand. The War Office 
should aim at the outset at raising a 
native African force for non-combatant 
service of 100,000 men, and the’ preli- 
minary measures should be taker accord- 
ingly so as to ensure thet a-considerable 
proportion of the men would bo: avail- 
able next spring. A hundred thousand 
blacks on non‘combatant work would free 
an almost equivalent number of white 
men for the Sighting line in 1917.” 

WORKING SCHEMES, 

To ensure success any scheme for, the 
enlistment and training of African 
natives on a large scale must be worked 
out with thought and care from the outset 
A committe: ought to be formed in 
London of experienced African adminia- 
trators. This would work in co-opera- 
tion with native chiefs and leaders of 
native opinion in Africa. Probably an 
arrangement could be made with our ol 
ally Portugal to ship the recruits to that 
country and give them preliminary 
training there. Huts and encampments 
would 4 te to be erected in time to 
receive taecia, From its geographical
